Well back in’ Noveuber L929: £ bought my first radio, at was a’7 tube 
Majestic, neutrodyne set. I erected an areial .running ‘Bast: & Westy. 90.£t 
long, 35 ft high and I still use this same aerial today. dT never use ear 
phones, any traps: or gingerbread apparatus on my set. Weil’ here is’ how 
I. got my start ‘in verifing stations. Back in Feb 1930 I happened to. coue 
howe rather early in the Liorning: anc turned on the -radio-and heard WFDV. 
Rome Ga., on its initial test. Mr Dollie Goings was the owner and he beg- 
sed for réports, well I sent one and:in March 1939 I received a verie.

After I was in the gaze awhile some of us DX unde started a club 
naued The Interstate DK Club, this club did not last long in fact we only 
published J bulletin, Then I joined the Atlantic Radio Club, also to the 
Canadian Dx Relay, IDA,NNRC, Universal DX Club and the National Racio Club 
and my firm “opinich is that the NRC is the crean of the class. My prize 
catch ts TJW Iocated in the City of Hamilton in the Bernsuda Islands, they 
were using 7-1/2 watts and was it a thrill to hear this one, I1l say so.
